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PREFACE 



It is perhaps not generally realized 
that nearly a quarter of a century has 
elapsed since our Society opened its 
first exhibition. This was in the au- 
tumn of 1888, at the New Gallery in 
Regent Street, now lost to us. 

Much water, as the saying goes, has 
flowed under London Bridge since 
that time. Arts and Crafts Exhibi- 
tions, of sorts, have become almost as 
plentiful as blackberries ; many modes, 
phases, and fashions, have flitted 
across the vision of art which may 
have veiled or obscured, but not 
changed, its normal clearness and 
beauty, though they may be presented 
in a new light and in new forms. 

The aesthetic focus seems to alter 
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with every generation, together with 
the aims, ideals, and general outlook 
upon life. Where there is life, there 
must be movement, however — move- 
ment and transformation, which ap- 
pear to be part of the order of nature. 

But in art, as a product of the 
human spirit, as in nature, there is I 
also a tendency to reversion— rever- 
sion to former ideas and types, and | 
this may account for the idolization 
by one age of forms of art which are J 
abhorred by others, as, indeed, it may 
account for all kinds of revivals. 

Thus, in an age which has sought 
after realism (and is perhaps somewhat 
wearied by the search) we see the curi- 
ous phenomenon of a return to the ex- 
treme of primitiveness, that is to say, ; 
in pictorial art. Contrariwise, in decor- 
ative art which after the oppressive 
quasi-classicism of the second empire, 
renewed its youth by a return to the 
methods of mediaeval art and crafts- 
manship, we have seen a revival of 
decadent and later French renaissance 
taste, and a tendency to hark back to 
seventeenth and eighteenth century 
types generally in architectural de- 
coration and furniture ; while the mode 
of which the desideratum in house de- 
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coration was once playfully character- 
ized by the late W. S. Gilbert in one 
of his operas as 

". . . everything that isn't old from Gillows 5 " 

still obtains in fashionable quarters. 

In the midst of these mixed ele- 
ments, however, a certain primitive- 
ness has re-appeared, like the Babes 
in the wood — a freshness of feeling, a 
delight in frank, simple patterns and 
gay colour is discernible, here and 
there, as of the awakening of spring. 
There seems no reliable principle for 
the artist and craftsman but the old 
(and tried) one of keeping faith with 
the character and conditions of the 
material for and with which he works, 
having always in view the ultimate 
aim of beauty with the purpose and 
place for which his work is destined. 

The passage of time may be marked 
by progress, or at least movement, in 
the arts, but it is always marked by 
losses. Since our last exhibition (in 
1910) our society has to deplore the 
loss of Lewis Foreman Day, who at 
one time acted as treasurer of the 
Society, and was also a past master of 
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the Art-Workers' Guild. He was from 
the first a staunch and faithful mem- 
ber of our Society, and was always a 
keen supporter of the union of design 
with the material of its expression. A 
learned writer and lecturer upon de- 
corative art and its history, a lucid 
and able teacher in the technicalities 
of industrial design, he was also an 
accomplished and facile designer and 
decorator himself in many different 
materials. 

It was hoped to have included a 
small but representative group of his 
designs in the present exhibition as a 
tribute to his memory, but his draw- 
ings, being always working-drawings, 
it has been found that they have 
mostly suffered too much in handling, 
or to be difficult to obtain, and his 
best work in textiles and ceramics has 
always appeared in our exhibitions. 
He himself always said he had no 
drawings he cared to exhibit. 

I understand, however, that a small 
collection of Day's work has been 
purchased by the Board of Education 
for the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
so that the nation will possess some 
representation of the work of this 
eminent designer, in whom, 1 may 
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add, personally, I have lost an old and 
valued friend. 

Well, our Society has once more 
found a home in the commodious gal- 
leries of the New Grosvenor — a local 
name associated with independent 
artistic exhibitions in Bond Street of 
the past. 

Once again we hoist our flag, and 
open our tenth exhibition, in which 
we have sought to assemble the best 
contemporary work in design and 
handicraft available, in a great variety 
of different branches. 

Pottery, embroidery, and jewellery 
are perhaps the most numerously re- 
presented, but calligraphy and illum- 
ination, and book design, including 
printing and binding, are again largely 
represented, while stained glass de- 
sign and mural decoration occupy our 
walls, mainly in the form of cartoons. 
Banner design also appears. There is 
a considerable class in furniture, and 
textiles, among which a fine piece of 
arras tapestry will show that the 
beautiful craft so successfully revived 
by William Morris still flourishes. In 
addition to these will be found ex- 
amples of metal and gold and silver- 
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smiths' work and enamels, as well as 
carved work and modelling, and sculp- 
ture in various materials and with 
different decorative aims. 

The difficulties of selection and ar- 
rangement, in a limited time, of such 
a variety of different objects and 
crafts will be readily appreciated, and 
our thanks are due to our contributors 
and helpers who have made such an 
exhibition possible, while we express 
our regrets to those whose work we 
were unable to include. 

The importance of even an en- 
deavour to maintain a standard in the 
arts of design will, I hope, also be ac- 
knowledged, and if we have suc- 
ceeded, however imperfectly, in de- 
monstrating this, one of the principal 
objects of our Society will have been 
attained.
